How the Céntral Elevater Cat the Union 


Out of Grain. 


steceivers of grain ig this market have dis- 
covered another cause for complaint against

MICHIGAN’S MISFORTUNE. 


Injury to the Crops by the Wet Weather 
Estimated—Great Damage. 
DETROIT, August 29.—This mornine’s Post 
and Tribune publishes returns from every 
wheat-producing county in the State, for- 
warded by well informed parties, estimating 
from the best information obtainable the 
amount of damage sustained by the wheat. 
crop during the recent harvest period. Two 
poinst were nemed upon which especially re- 
ports were solicited, viz.: whatbercen’age of 
the whole crop was so materially injured as 
to reduce its quality and grade, and also 
what proportion was so damaged as to be 
practically ruined, except for feed. In nearly 
every return carefu! estimates are furnished 
in reply to these suggestions. Before the 
wet season set in there were two weeks 
of as fine, brilliant weather for harvesting as 
ever favored our State.  Durng that time 
the crop in the two southern tiers of counties 
was supposed to be pretty generaliy housed 
or stacked, and yetin some localities consid- 
erable damage to the crop is estimated even 
in thore districts. So material is this report- 
ed injury that we can not but think 1¢ overes- 


timated, and the threshinz machines will show 


such a result. The most serious loss ig ree 
rted from Cash and Van Buren counties. 
n the vicinity of Jonesville, Hillsdale county, 


the damage resulted very largely from the 
imperfect stacking.

Formerly people used to go 10 watering- 
piaces for their health; now they go because 
itisthe fashion. After the Grand Prix, so- 
ciety is bound to leave Paris and go some- 
where—to Royat, Vichy, Aix-les-Bains,Aulus, 
the Pyrenees, or the seaside resuris of the 
Norman and Breton coasts. And not oniy 
uoes society go to the watering places, but 
also the middle classes, the demi-monde, 
the shop keepers, the stock brokers’ clerks 
even, for whuse benefit the railway compan- 
ies is-ue cheap Saturday to Monday coupons. 
he chic thing 1s to be in Paris only during 
the iuterval between two trains, just the time 
to dine at Bignon’s and to drop in at the Con- 
cert des Amvassadeurs to hear Livert, tne 
eomic singer of the day, chant the idiotic 
coupiets of the popuiarditiy of the hour. 
**Ti n’a pas de parapiuie.” You may think 
that the Parisians zo to the seaside to rest 
aod recuperate. Error. The seaside and 
the inlaud watering placesaie ail guttea up 
on the same principle, uamely, that of trans- 
porting Paris and Parisiapism to a mineral 
spriug or pebbie beach. 

I have just returned froma visit to balf a 

dezean olf the Norman watering-piaces— 
Dieppe, Trouvile, Havre, Etretat, Caburg, 
Parame. He who bas seen vue of them has 
seen them ail. The only difference is that at 
Trouville the beach is of sand, whiie at Havre 
it is of pebbies; at Trouville the ladies must 
display at least five toliets a day, whereas at 
Etretat three suffice. Otherwise there is Iit- 
ile difference to note. EKverywhere you find 
big Rotels, big tables d’note, Arglo-Saxvoo 
colon:es, Bass’s pale ale, a contingent of che 
demi-monde, half a dozen elegant sharpers, a 
mixed odor of seaweed, patc20ull, coryiupsis, 
yiang-yiang aud mutton Cutlets, and every- 
where a casino. At a French: vatering- 
place the casino is the ceater around which 
all the tife gravitates. Oa the terface of the 
casino the visitors promenade and show off 
toeir fixings, triumphs of the Parisian millia- 
er’s art; inthe bali room of the casino the 
ladies display their shwulders; in the 
card room ecarte, baccarat, and chouette 
rage as fiercely as ia any Paris club; in the 
reading-room are all the Paris papers; io the 
cafe may be found ail the deleterious drinks 
with which civilization is cursed; in the res- 
taurant you may have dinners as dear as at 
Paris; in the little tneater are held intermin- 
able concerts and dramatic perfurmances by 
Parisian stars. Yuu even have Parisian bric- 
a-brac dealers with curiosities imported 
direct from Paris. Ia short, life at a French 
watering-place is simply a combination of 
Parisian life, with its excitement, its late 
hours, its frivolity, its wearing tyrannv, and 
with the addition of the fatigue of sea bathing 
aod the elaburate toilet connected therewith. 
Here in a parenthesis I will remark that, as 
far as my Observation goes, the prettiest 
bathing toilets are those of the American 
visitors; the French custumes are baggy and 
ungraceful. In all the watering-places 
gambiiog goes on to an immense extent, and, 
thanks to che invention of the little game of 
**petits chevaux,” or little horses, the women 
are able to give full piay to a passion which 
is so often strongly developed ino their sex. 
In the casinoa one room is set apart 
for the “petits chevaux.’’ In the middle 
the race cuurse ia installed, with its ten or 
twenty littie metal steeds flying round on 
cranks. Each horse is numbered, and the 
horse that stops nearest the winning post is 
the winner, an4 rhe holder of the ticket with 
his number On it takes the pool, iess the per- 
cen age of the keeper of the game. Tne stakes 
vary from twentv cents toa dollar, and you 
may lose or «in $40 or $50 a nicht atthe game. 
Around the course beucnes are arranged in 
tiers, and the men aud women sit rouad, 
grabviug the numbers as the croupier passes 
them round at the end of a rod,scrambling to 
get thelast one for luck,each armed with their 
-espective fetiches, a reguiar horde of gam- 
biers. At Frascati’s at Havre they have the 
biggest game of “*petit chevaux” thatI have 
seen, and it was really a strange and amus- 
ing sight to see the swell ladies with their 
brilliant toilets and diamonds losing all their 
dignity and feminiui'y in their anxiety about 
the success of atoy horse. Even the children 
have their sharein the excitement. Besides 
the balls for: grown persons, every Casino that 
respects itself has at least two children’s bal)s 
a week, where vou see little ladies of 9 or 10 
years of age already accomplished in al! the 
arts of coquetry, with rings and bracelets, 
gioves up to their eibows, elaborately dressed 
hair, and wielding their little fans with the 
skill and self-pussession of » dowager.

men with large wooden panniers strapped to 
their backs brought water from the 
neighboring fountain and emptied 
i, imto the engine. Finally every- 


thing was ready and the pumping began. 
Several large streams of water came from the 
joiuts of the hose and wet the bystanders. A 
small stream came from the nozzle. The fire 
was such a trifle that they really managed to 
get it pretty weil uuder control. Then they 
consulted as to whether they should adjoura 
then and there and get some beer, or go on 
until the fire was completely out.

shows that names of atcient British, Celtic 
and distinctly Teutonic origin preponderate 
immensely over all others.. The names most 
numerous are distinctively Welsh. While the 
Engish people are themselves of mightily 
mixed blood, there has been a commingling 
of superior races here such as was never 
possible in England, and it has pro- 
ceeded under the stimulating auspices of 
natural selection in the midst of freedom and 
plenty, till the prepotency of the strongest 
and the survival of the fittest have developed 
here a new American type of human- 
ity that, while physically more _stal- 
wart than its progenitors, is something 
more than an improved combination 
of beef, bowels and whiskers. No other type 
of mankind has so much of the vital forces 
that give intellectual alertness, swiftness of 
decision and energy of action, The slow 
philosophy of the Old World may shake its 
head at our fast life, but judge it by its re- 
sults; see how our inventions have revolu- 
tionized the worid’s industries, and how in 
one century we have gone ahead of the 
hoariest pationalities, not only in physical 
power asa nation but in all the arts of 
peace, in all the means of living, and 
in the sciences of governing with 
the gentle influence ec. 2 Dee 
press rather than by means of standing ar- 
mies, Nor is it a disparagement of our orig- 
inality toadmit that we have availed our- 
selves of all that was bestin the civil insti- 
tutions and progress of older nations. While 
we have made more of their own discoveries 
than they ever did, applying them more logi- 
cally and courageously, and producing far 
more n.agnificent results with them, we bave 
made more experiments that succeeded than 
they have, and the world is more indebtea to 
us than to all of them put together for new 
ideas, new expedients, new demonstrations 
in the last fifty years. It is true, for 
instance, that instead of devising a new 
language of our own, we took the best one 
living and the one with the best literature; 
but we have put ittoa better practical use 
than England ever did, and have given it the 
mighty leverage of a free press such as the 
o'der nations never thought of having. 

For these reasons, and many others too 
numerous to mention, the American is un- 
able to feel flattered when a patronizing 
Englishman condescendingly tells him that 
he, too, 18 an Englishmanin everything but 
the name. We observe that ai § dis- 
tinguished English author, Dr. Frer- 
MAN, in the plenitude of his 
British egotism has been giving us a sicken- 
ing mess of this same taffyin his ‘‘Impres- 
sions’? of the United States in the Fort. 
nightly Review—telling us among other things 
of his objections to the word American as a 
misnomer, and that he fonnd us such perfect 
Englishmen in every respect that he wants 
this country called New England, and ali of 
us called New Englanders, to keep up the 
idea of race unity. He sees some glimmer- 
ing of a great truth, however, when he says, 
**The American feels a greater distinction be- 
tween himseif and the Englishman 
of Britain than the Englishman of 
Britain feels between himself and the Ameri- 
can. The Englishman of America has some- 
thing to get over in acknowledging the kin- 
dred of the Englishman of Britain, while the 
Englishman of Britain has notking to get 
over in acknowledging the kindred of the 
Englishman of America.’’

CHARGED WITH. INFANTICIDE. 


A Queer Case—Wm. Reed’s Version of 
i His Arrest. 


The case of Wim. Reed, arrested yesterday

The warrant, since its issuance, 
bas been in the Sheriff’s office, and, although 
Reed has been in the city a greater 
part of the time, it was not 
rerved until yesterday, It was thought that 
anoiher difficulty bad occurred between Reed 
and the girl and that as a matter of revenge 
she had asked that the warrant be served. Ia 
order to investigate the correctness of this 
supposition a Post DISPaTCH reporter to- 
day visited Reed io the jail. Reed says that 
the serviog of the warrant at this time is not 
the work cf the girl, with whom he is still on 
friend\y relations, but thatofa deputy con- 
stable whom he refused to name. e and 
the « flicer bad a quarrel some time ago, in 
which a fight resuited, and theofficer got the 
worst of it. He had taken this means to ge: 
even. It is said that the girl, or rather
